Perfum es Today Are Extracted From 
A lm ost Everything but Seemingly 
Natural Source. 


T here are few perfumes today that 
cannot 
be 
mad e 
from 
chemicaJs, 
synthetically, as the chemists call it. 
Form erly all perfumes were ex tracted 
from flowers, fruits, spices, woods or 
othe r 
vegetable 
and 
anim al 
sub­ 
stances. 
The first perfume to be imi­ 
tated was vanilla, in 1876. Heliotropfne 
followed, but obtained by ox idation 
of a by-product of camphor. 
Terpinol is one of the most freely 
used constituents of perfumes. This Is 
a near relation of turpentine. 
With 
this a little oil and aquafortis a chem­ 
ist can produce a perfume that can 
scarcely be distinguished from those 
ex haled by the lily of the valley, lilac 
and Cape Jessamine, varying accord­ 
ing to the proportions In which the 
chemicals a re blended. 
Artificial violet is a combination of 
citrol tan essence ex tracted from lem. 
on). Indian vervaine, or lemon ver­ 
bena, with common acetone, a sub­ 
st ance very lik e pyroligneous acid. 
No chemist has been able to coun­ 
terfeit musk , but a synthetic perfume 
cal'ed musk is made from toluene a 
by-product of benzine and coal tar. 
T his is changed to a complex car­ 
buret, treated 
with 
azotic, and sul­ 
phuric acids, is diluted and sold as 
musk . 
Most of the cheap perf umes are im­ 
itations and they are alm ost always 
Inferior to the flower ex tracts. 
So It 
n i ght properly be said tha t It is a 
wise flower that k nows its own per­ 
fume.

Wireless 
m en say that the mere fact that wires 
ha ve been oblitedated in their business 
m ak e s no difference to the man at the 
receiving end. 
He can tell at once
